Civic Parade Brings 30,000

Loraan, 0., May 2.—Rev. Ferdinand 


Walser^ the Toledo priest who was in 
tho pariah housi of 'Rev. Charles 
Reichlin at the time Miss Agatha

men crying; "bravo,. Edward." 


General'Faure-Biguet, the military 


governor of Paris, who commanded 
the troops, formed them into two di-. 
visions. The first was made, up of 
brigades or regular infantry, zouaves 
and colonial troops; the second in- 
cluded the mounted forces, regiments 
of hussars, dragoons and cuirassiers, 
and batteries of light field pieces and 
ponderous siege guns, forming a vast 
expanse of moving color and 'glitter- 
ing steeL The troops then defiled be- 
fore the king, who rose and saluted 
each French flag.. 


A dramatic climax to the review 


was a furious charge of the whole 
brigade of cavalry, it was a blood- 
stirring sight as the solid line of 
horsemen, swept straight toward the 
king's tribune, the cavalrymen yell-, 
ing and brandishing their sabres, and 
terminating with an abrupt halt in 
unbroken column immediately in 
front of the tribune.

August Arola, a laborer in the em- 


ploy of Contractor Julius Remus, -was 
caught beneath a mass of caving 
sand in a sewer trench in the alley 
west of Broadway, near 
Stophlet 


street, shortly after 5 o'clock Friday 
afternoon. 
Arola was buried in a 


mass of earth nearly to his armpits 
and was unconscious from the first. 
Before his fellow workmen could 
rescue him life was extinct. 


Arola -was about thirty-three years 


of age and came to the city seven 
weeks ago. Ke .was employed with 
others at the bottom of the trench, 
which was about twelve feet deep 
and had been cribbed so that it was 
presumably safe. William Laagohr 
and Charles Bietdorf were at work 
near Arola, and as Langohr happened 
to glance upward he noticed one of 
the braces directly above Arola move 
slightly. He uttered a warning cry 
and both he and Bietdorf ran out of 
the way of danger. Arola evidently 
realized his danger, for he jumped 
and caught ono of the braces above 
him in the attempt to climb out of 
the trench. 
As he did so the east 


bank of the trench gave way, im- 
prisoning him in a mass of sand. 


Coroner 
Barnett, 
who 
arrived 


shortly before the dead man was ex- 
tricated from the mass 
of earth, 


found that the unfortunate man had 
been fearfully crushed. The remains 
were removed to the Wellman under- 
taking establishment to await word 
from his relatives.

Wayne he has been boarding at the 
Centennial hotel, on Broadway. He 
told Landlord Eeachman that 'he had 
a wife and five children in Kingston.

A Wonderful Machine. 


For Over 


Thirty Years 


H. G. Sedgwick, an inventor recently 


from Beloit, \Vis., has gotten out a. de- 
vice which he calls the "railway 
chronograph," designed for prevent- 
ing accidents and to "keep tab" on the 
engineer while making his runs on the 
road. The device is a small affair, en- 
closed in an iron bos about a foot 
square and attached to the engine just 
in front of the cab and over the boiler. 
There is a self-winding clock in the 
box, which records time by punching 
dots in a paper ribbon, each dot repre- 
senting twelve seconds of time. The 
ribbon is ruled into seven parts, each 
part for a particular record, and desig- 
nated 
respectively as the 
whistle 


column, the air column, the 
bell 


column, the pop or escape valve 
column, the time column, the one-tenth 
column and the engineer's column. At 
the end of the trip this tape will tell 
the speed of the engine at any moment 
during the trip, the number of times 
the bell hammer struck, the time and 
place of any accident should any occur, 
the time of arrival at and departure of 
train at all stations and the number 
of times steam escaped1 through the 
pop exhaust valve. On the New York 
Central road, when this machine was 
being tested, a jam nut dropped from 
the engine and when the tape was ex- 
amined it showed that the nut was lost 
eighty miles east of Poughkeepsle. 
The nut was found by section men at 
the place indicated by the tape.

Tor nearly forty years it has been 


his constant companion. He has car- 
ried it over the earth. Mo other mu- 
sical instrument has played so im- 
portant a part in the religious history 
of the world. 


Under the inspired touch of Mr. 


Sankey it has led the singing in lit- 
tle western towns where only a few 
were gathered and it has led 20,000 
voices in Agricultural hall in London. 
Next to the members of the family 
he loves this little organ more than 
anything he possesses. 


It is battered by many miles of 


traveling; the yellow ivory keys are 
worn almost through, yet only Mr. 
Sankey's fingers have touched them. 
On this he composed all the songs 
that have added to his fame. 


And not only did Mr. Sankey com- 


pose his own songs on this organ, 
not only did he use it in nearly all 
the meetings in which he took so 
prominent a part, but on it he tried 
the songs of others which were in- 
cluded with his own in the books tha' 
he edited—song books that have had 
a circulation exceeding that of any 


sold in the last thirty years. 


Mr. Sankey played on this little 


organ long before he dreamed of be- 
coming an evangelist. 
He always 


loved music and he cannot remember 
when he could not sing. He bought 
the organ not long after he returned 
from the civil war, in which he gain- 
ed distinction as a religious worker 
as well as a soldier. 


He had no thought then of being 


an evangelist. His taste turned to 
politics, as did that of his father, 
who was a successful banker and who 
served in the state senate of Penn- 
sylvania. In fact Ira D. Sankey was 
an, internal revenue officer until he 
met Mr. Moody in Indianapolis in 
1870, but even in those days the lit- 
tle organ had seen much usage. 


It was not, however, until six 


months after the meeting with Mr. 
Moody that the little organ started 
on its public career in Chicago. 
It 


was taken to England, where Moody 
and Sankey made their great reputa- 
tion in 1873. 


On it Mr. Sankey played the songs 


many meetings that litue organ has 
taken part in no one knows. It runs 
up into the thousands. Sometimes 
it led the singing of five meetings 
a day. 


On this little organ, now so worn 


and silent in these dark hours, were 
composed nearly all of the 500 songs 
and hymns that Mr. Sankey has pub- 
lished; songs and hymns that thous- 
ands of people are singing this day, 
while the author of the melody lies 
helpless on his lounge in the dark- 
ness. 


It would seem that if Mr. Sankey 


merely brushed his hands across tne 
worn keys it would give forth "The 
Jinety and Nine," which he sang 
thousands of times. No one who ever 
heard Mr. Sankey will ever forget it, 
and always he was asked to sing it. 
So one could ever sing it as he 
could.

lessened, to enable them to pass over 
bars or through shallow water with- 
out discharging their cargoes, and I 
do hereby declare the following to be 
a full, clear and exact description 
thereof, etc.: 


"The buoyant chambers which I 


employ are constructed 
in such a 


manner that they can be expanded
